It came 
per Expreſs from Lieutenant Governor Bull, 
who wrote me of what Intelligence he 
lately had received from Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Clarke of New-York, concetning the 
French marching from Mont Reall near 

Quebec, with a Body of about two hun- 
dred French regular Troops, and five hun- 
dred Indians, who ate to be inforced by 


French and Indians in their Journey: That 


this Army was deſigned againſt Indians 
who are now in Friendſhip with his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty's Subjects of Carolina and 
Georgia, and who. are fituated near ſome 
Branches of the Meſſafppri River: That a 
Frenchman, who was redeemed by General 
Oglethorpe (having been taken by thoſe: In- 
aiant) and furniſhed with a Pafs, and Mo- 
ney, to go back to Canada, is with this 
Army: The Governor added, that he 
ſhould immediately diſpatch an Expreſs to 
the Creek Nations, to adviſe General Ogle- 
thorpe of the Contents of his _ - 


— 
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1739. Then D added The Conſequence, and 
wrt % Event of this Undertaking cannot be 
2 « foreſeen, . yet it may be neceſſary for us 
to think of our Preſervation, and be 
« upon our Guard: And in a Poſtſcript 
he wrote, that he ſuppoſed the Deſign

Thus far Colonel Bull. As to myſelf, 
I could not but think it a very lucky Inci- 
dent, that the General was now up in the 
Nations himſelf, where he upon receiving 
the Intelligence ſent him by Colonel Bull, 
would undoubtedly leave Abo Indi ans who! 
are in Amity or Alliance with us, confirm- 
ed without Wayering, in their true Friend- 
ſhip; and, Fidelity: Which well. effected, 
we ſhould have oh Cauſe to be apprehen- 
five of Danger from the French; though 
moſt undoubtedly they were very buſy in 
fomenting Diſcord betwixt us and the In- 
dians our Friends: And if the preſent De- 
ſign of the French was againſt the Chicka- 
ſaws, whoſe Valour they had formerly ex- 
perienced to their Coſt ; on Condition the 
Creeks prove true to thoſe People, in an 
Alliance ſince made; the Creeks being a 
great Nation, it may be reaſonably hoped, 
that betwixt them they will make Mon- 
fieur once again pay dear for his Attempt. .

Advice from their Friends in Jamaica, 
inviting them to come thither; which they 
were . pondering upon, and unreſolved in 
And among the common Freeholders, 
could hear of none except Robert Porter, 
who was an elderly Man, lately made

ed it to the Conſtable Samuel Mercer (who 
ſince Potter's going off to Sea, was the 
only one, till the General ſhould appoint

For how could he juſtify it to the General, 


to give Poſſeſſion of the ſame Land to an- 
other Perſon, without the ſame, or equal 


Authority ? Mr. Whitfield ſaid little more 
to it; but I ſaw he was pretty uneaſy ; and 


thereupon I told him, that nothing ſhould

Friday. This whole Day produced nc no- 
thing obſervable; but that the late heavy 
Rains which had fallen this Winter, as 
well as the Summer foregoing, rendered 
our Ways to the ſeveral Lots almoſt un- 
paſſable.

Mr. Whitfield, fitting near the Bench, role,

Jury, they fell immediately into warm De- 
bates on what had happened; which. held 


all that Day, and came to nothing; and 


it was late in the Afternoon this Day, ere 
they agreed upon any Thing; when they 


came into Court, and delivered in a few

Wife has always been in great Eſteem 
with the General, and not without good 
Reaſon ; for being half Indian by Extract, 
ſhe has a very great Influence upon many 
of them, particularly the Creek Nation, 
our next Neighbours; ſo that there al- 
ways has been a frequent Reſort of thoſe 
People to her Houſe; and the General 
would adviſe with her in many Things, 
for his better dealing with the Indians; ta- 
king her generally for his Interpreter, and 
uſing her very kindly on all Occaſions. A 
few Years ſince, after her late Huſband 
Muſgrave's Death, ſhe thought fit to marry 
this Man, a hail, luſty, young Fellow, an 
Engh/hman, and her Servant: Such a Pro- 
motion from Obeying to Commanding, 
had the uſual Effect, which ſeldom fails; 
and he ſoon grew vain, dreſſing gaily 
(which ill became him) and began to be- 
have inſolently among all he kept Compa- 
ny with, looking on himſelf at. leaſt equal 
to the beſt Man in the Colony, from the 
Subſtance he was poſſeſſed of with his 
Wife: And Mr. Williams Plantation lying 
contiguous to his on this River, by De- 
grees there grew an Intimacy betwixt them, 
as Neighbours; and in Proceſs of Time, 
when Mr. Williams, unhappily with others 
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1 Conjunction, began to.fow Diſcord; and 1739. 
draw as many as they could, of the Peo - 


ple in Town, into a Diſlike of their Te- 
nure, with many other ſuppoſed Grievan- 
ces which they wanted the Power to recti- 
fy to their Humour; Matthews made one 
among them: And at that Time our Male- 
contents ſo blowed up their new Favourite 
among them, that he was taught to be- 
lieve he ought to be diſtinguiſhed, and gra- 
tified in whatever he aſked; and that he 
ſhould look upon himſelf, as a Man capa- 
ble of doing great Service to the Colony, 
or reſenting it ſeverely, in Caſe he found 
himſelf flighted, having ſuch a powerful

covered, intended for ſeveral Offices : [The 


Body of the Dwelling-Houſe, which is hi- 
therto carried up with ſubſtantial Brick- 


Work for Cellars, &c. to a certain Height, 
a little above the Surface of the Land, will

Meſſieurs 
Whitfield and Fones, coming (in outward 
Appearance at leaſt) to a better Underſtand- 
ing, I was invited, with Mr. Jones, to Din- 
ner at the arſon- s, where he acquainted 
us with his Intention of going the Begin- 
ning of the Week for Charles-Town : But 
whether he ſhould go farther, or not, he 
was not fully determined, for that he pur- 
3 to be back again here in about three 
ecks. Private Information was brought 
me this Afternoon, that a Paper, ready 
drawn at Charles- Town, full of more fad 
Complaints againſt our chief Rulers, and 
inferior Magiſtrates alſo, was ſecretly crept 
into this Place, with Intent to be handed 
about, and to get as many Names to it, as 
could be had among our Malecontents: But 
what Title it bore, whether it was by Way 
of Petition, or Remonſtrance, my Infor- 
mer could not yet learn; only he promiſed 
to uſe his beſt Endeavours to get farther 
Knowledge about it very ſoon, vis. whoſe 
Framing it was, what the Subſtance of it, 
and whom it was intended to be preſented 
to. One of this Kind of Productions, I 
before took Notice of, was beginning to 


appear about the Middle of April laſt; but 
by 
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by what Means it proved abortive, I could

Sunday. The publick Service was duly 
obſerved, as uſual; and Mr. Whitfield gave 
an inſtructive Diſcourſe. on the barren Fig- 
Tree. After Church we had the ill News, 
by a trading Boat juſt arrived from Charles- 


Town, of a ſharp Action that happened 
lately near Auguſtin, wherein we loſt about 
' ſeventy Men; and. it was related thus, vis. _ 


That Colonel Palmer, a Gentleman of good 
Fortune in Carolina, and an old Officer 
there formerly, but now not commiſſioned 


in this-new-raiſed Regiment, and ſerving as 
a Volunteer, was appointed by the General, 


with the Command of about a hundred 
Men, to take Poſt at a certain Diſtance 
from the Town, , towards the Land : That 
in the Morning, about Day-break, or be- 
fore, a Body of five or fix hundred Spa- 
miards out of the Town attacked them; 
when they defended themſelves bravely a 
while, and repelled them twice; but be- 


ing over- powered with Numbers, a great 
Slaughter enſued, and two Thirds of our 


Men fell by the Sword; but not without 
making the Enemy pay dearly for their 
Lives: Among the Dead was Colonel Pal- 
mer himſelf, the Remainder making what 
Eſcape they could: And it is ſaid far- 
ther, that a great Number of the Enemy, 
at leaſt twice as many as on our Side, ”—

lum againſt all Proſecutions from Georgia: 
Theſe who now appeared, found good Bail 
for their ſo doing again at our Court, near 
at hand now, and to abide the Judgment 
of the ſame. Mr. Whitfield went off for 
Carolina about Noon, taking one only 
Companion of his Houſhold with him 
(Mr. Simm) after having conſtituted Mr. 
Haberſbam, to perform the Office of the 
Church in his Abſence, and Mr. Brownfield 
chief Steward of the Whole, who now 
gave himſelf up wholly to that Care, ap- 

pointing William Ewen to manage his own 


private Affairs, about keeping Stores, who 


had formerly been Mr. Cauſton's principal

none of the regular Forces, or of the Ca- 
rolina Regiment, having any Share in the 
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Action, This rather quickens than abates _ 


the Reſolution of the Beſiegers, who are 
now animated with a Spirit of Revenge; 
and we hear, that a large Battery of hea- 


vy Cannon had begun to play on the Town. 


During theſe Tranſactions, we of this Place 


can come at very little News that is cer- 
tain, to be relied on, having not had any 


Intelligence from the General ſince Mr. 


Jones s Return; and what we more admire 


at is, that not any Letters come thence 
from any of our People to their Friends. 

Thurſday. After a pretty long Conti- 
nuance of exceeding hot Weather, we were 
bleſſed this Day with a plentiful Rain, but 


accompanied with terrible Thunder and 


Lightning, which laſted a great Part of the 
Night following; whereby the Earth, and 
all thereon, was much refreſhed; and ſuch 


as had Employment for a Pen and Ink,

Monday. Having in vain waited for a 


Month or more paſt, to find a ſafe Con- 
veyance of a Packet to Charls-Town, de- 
ſigned for the Truſt, which I made up on 
the 5th of July; but hearing of no Boat 
going that I could confide in, till now; 
when I underſtood a fair Opportunity of- 
fered to-morrow, I reſolved to do what I 
could, in getting another Packet ready, to 


be ſent in Company with the former; and 


that was my chief Employment this Day. 
Tueſday. What with one Hindrance or 

another, which unavoidably ſometimes called 

me aſide, I found this Day ſhort enough to 


finiſh what I took in hand Yeſterday ;+but 


at length. putting an End to it, and Mr. 
e Jaones 
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Jones likewiſe having got ready what. he 
— had to fend, I put it all up in a fſmall Box, 
Fn together with my former Packet of 'the 5th 
ulf; and in the Evening delivered it to the 
Patroon of the Boat {Peter Shepherd) whom 
T had Confidence in, and who was to ſet 
off with the next Tide about Three in the 
Morning; by him I alſo ſent another Box 
for Mr. Eyre (one of the honourable Truſt) 
wherein were Sundries left in Charge with 
me by his Kinſman, a Cadet in the Army 
in the South; and with the Boxes wrote 
to Mr. Hopton, as uſual, Mr. bir ola, 
with the Company about him, taking Hork 
early to go and view what was doing at 
Betheſda (where they ſpent the Day;) after 
the Morning Leſſon was read at Church by 
Mr. Haber/ham, Mr. Tilly, the Anabaptift, 
ſupplied the Place of an Expoſitor on the 
ſecond Chapter of the Ephefians. 
Wedneſday. Returned now to my FO 
mer Taſk, how to ſet the preſent State of 
the Colony in its due Light before the ho- 
nourable the Truſtees, as they required: 
Wherein I met with ſuch Contrariety of 
Opinion, among divers whom I converſed 
with, touching ſome of thoſe Queſtions 
that were to be reſolved, that it was 2 
great Difficulty how to reconcile them, ſo 
as to make one uniform Contexture of the 
Whole; which I had ſtrong Inclination to 
do, that as little Diſſenſion er might 


— 
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expect they could be brought into any Mea- 
ſures but thoſe they had been projecting I 
know not how long paſt, I was determined 
not to have any Thing to fay to them. In 
the Afternoon arrived Colonel Vanderduſſen, 


Commander of the Carolina Regiment, 


which had been in the Service at Auguſtin, 
with whom he was now on his Return to 
Charles-Town ; and with him were ſeyeral 
of his Officers: They had been beating 
the Sea ſeveral Days againſt a contrary 


Wind, without getting forward; for which 


Reaſon they came aſhore here for ſome Re- 
freſhment. By Converſation with the Co- 
lonel, I was informed of ſeveral Things 
which I was a Stranger to before, and found 
him as ready as others, to condemn the 


daſtardly Behaviour of many of thoſe t̃un- 


away Volunteers, and to expreſs a Reſent- 
ment againſt the ill Conduct of ſome of his 
own Officers; but from what he faid, I 
underſtood he was himſelf on very good 
Terms with the General, whom he {poke of 
with all due Honour and Deference ; but it 
raiſed a Concern in us to be told by him, 


that the General was in ſo ill a State of 


Health at Frederica, as he was at the Time 
when he now left him, being (as he ſaid) 
reduced to an extraordinary Weaknels, by 
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pear among thoſe, whom I knew to be 1740. 
Perſons of a good Diſpoſition towards the 
Colony; and ſuch as I knew too well to 
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1740. a continual Fever upon him, with ſome 
wr Intermiſſion, for two Months paſt; during 
Auguſt which Time his Spirits ſupported him un- 
der all Fatigue; but the Diſappointment of 
Succeſs (it is believed) now galled him, and 
too great Anxiety of Mind preyed upon 
him. 5 N 
Thurſday. Colonel Vanderduſſen, and ſome 
of his Officers, ſhewing a Deſire of view- 
ing the Town, and Parts adjacent, which 
they were Strangers to, and admired the 
pleaſant Situation of; I walked with them 
to ſhew what I thought moſt worth their 
Notice; and upon ſome of them ſeemin 
to expreſs a great Pity, that ſo fine a Place 
made no faſter Advances towards Perfection, 
I could not refrain from addrefling myſelf 
to ſuch among them, as I knew to live in 
the Neighbourhood of Port- Royal; and 
ſaying (in Return) that I alſo thought it 
great Pity, ſo commodious a Place as Beau- 
fort was, ſhould ſeem at a Stand ; for that. 
in ſo many Years as I have known it, I 
did not diſcover the leaſt Increaſe of Inha- 
bitants; but the ſame Show of a few ſtrag- 
gling Houſes ſtill appeared as when I firſt 
ſaw it: And as for Charles-Town, it was 
well known by ſome old People yet living, 
how many Years that Town lay in a lan- 
guiſhing State, with little Hopes of Reco- 
very: The ſame Obſervation was to be made 
on Penſilvania, now one of the moſt flou- 
_ riſhing

riſhing Provinces in theſe Parts, from being 1 


almoſt in Deſpair of ever riſing, &c. and 
I made no Doubt, Georgia would alſo find g 
the Way to its true Intereſt in a little more 


Time; tho' I ſhould never expect it would 


conſiſt in planting of Rice, which I appre- 


hended they began to grow weary of now 
in Carolina; when it was apparent that as 
the Rate of Intereſt of Money was at 10 
per Cent. unleſs Rice would bring 405. per 


Hundred, the Planters muſt be ruined ; 


and the Increaſe of that Product is grown 


ſo exorbitant, that for two Years paſt it 


will not exceed 3os. From all which I 
might naturally have inferred, that the Ze- 


nith of that Province's moſt flouriſhing 
State muſt certainly be paſt, unleſs they 


turn their Strength, as Georgia muſt, to 
ſome different Uſe from what is paſt. After 
ſome little inoffenſive Raillery among us on 
this Occaſion, I dined with them, as did 
alſo Mr. Jones; and towards Evening they 


took themſelves Boats, and went down the 


River to the Tender which they came in. 

Friday. Little paſſed worth Notice. Mr, 
Whitfield's Weakneſs continued upon him, 
which he had brought on himſelf by ſuch 
an exceſſive Vehemence in preaching and 
expounding : He was ſometimes obliged to 


break off, unable to proceed; nevertheleſs I 


underſtood he was preparing to ſet out very 
ſoon on another Progreſs Northward, in- 
„ tending 
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E ng Parts, Mr. Jones (the Miniſter of Port- 
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Royal) left us this Evening, with his Wife, 
and went home, to the Diſappointment of 
many who wiſhed to have heard ſome of 
his Doctrine; but why they did not, 1 

could no ways learn: The other Strangers, 
who with their Wives came hither more 


than a Week ſince, to hear the Word from 


Mr. Whitfield, deſigned (as I heard) to at- 
tend him till he departed hence, ere they 
returned to their ſeveral Homes in Carolina. 
By a freſh Account this Day from Oci/tead, 
we heard, that Mr. Cauſton was fo fat 
waſted as to leave his Friends little Hopes 
of ſurviving it much longer. 5 
Saturday. Mr. Tilly, the Anabaptiſt 
Teacher, ſupplied Mr. Wh:tfield's Place, in 
expounding a Part of the Scripture; for 
which he made Choice of the third Chap- 
ter to the Philippians, at uſual Time of 
Morning Service : The enſuing Day produ- 
ced nothing particularly remarkable. 
Sunday. Mr. Haberſham read the Prayers 
of the Church, and Mr. Tilly again preach- 


ed. In the Afternoon the Congregation found 


ſome good Doctrine, from a regular Divine 


of the Church, Mr. Jones of Port-Royal, 
who went hence on Friday Evening, but 
meærting with a croſs Paſſage, was forced to 
return hither about Noon, and now gave 
the People a good Sermon, exhorting them 
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to have a lively Faith in Chriſt, to lead vir- 174 = 
tuous Lives, and to put their Truſt in God's 


Providence for all Things needful. 


' Monday. Mr. Whitfield officiated at the 11. 


Morning Service in his uſual Manner, but 
was yet very weak: About Noon Mr. Noble 
Jones arrived here laſt from Frederica, and 
brought many Letters thence for divers of 
our People ; beſides a Letter from the Ge- 
neral to Mr. Jones and me each: Whereat 
I conceived much Pleaſure, having not had 
the Honour. of any from his Excellency 
for ſeveral Months paſt; neither could I 
well expect it, as Affairs ſtood : He was 
_ pleaſed to acquaint me, that he had ordered 
the Bearer, » Noble Jones, to raiſe ten Men 
for a Guard and Scout-Boat ; and that he 
was to receive his Orders from me, where 
principally ta have a watchful Eye, that ſo 
we might have timely Notice, and not be 
ſurprized; and the like Caution was taken 
in divers other Parts, the General well know= 
ing how very much the Safety of both theſe 
Provinces is expoſed to the Enemy's Half 
Galleys, with a wide- extended Frontier to- 
wards the Sea; hardly to be defended by a 
few Men; wherefore we muſt wiſh that 
our Frigates, which are ſtationed to cruize 
on this Coaſt, may be alert in their Duty 
alſo, and not lie aſleep in Harbour, which 
I have known in former Times has been 
laid to the Charge of ſome Commanders; .

if they went thither, very few -of them 
probably would return hither again, except 
ſuch as were married, moſt- of the reſt 


being young Men, who were ealy to be 
ſeduced; and moreover a pretty many Ser-

Ab, who had their Maſters Leave to go,

wal having a Deſign to make ſome At- 
that Way; the Magiſtrates ordered 
a to have Irons put on, for their better 

Seeurity; which upon View a few Days 

after, were found ſo near fawn off, that 
they might readily get quit of them; upon 
which freſh Irons were ordered, and withal 
an Iron Belly-band, with a Chain fixed-in 
a Staple driven · into the Floor: Notwith- 
ſtanding all which Precaution, and they 
being alſo locked into a cloſe Cell, they 
found Means to wrench the Staple of 
that Lock, and got into the outer Priſon, 
where in a moſt incredible Manner they 
got free alſo from their Fetters and Chains, 

and before Morning found Means to 

out at the Top of the Priſon Room, 
ſome of the Timber-Work being raiſed up,

bo the Fruits of that ſeditious Club which 
infeſted: 
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infeſted this Place; and though I would x 
not, without plain Conviction, charge any 


of that Aﬀetnbly with being perſonally Ange 


_ aiding in ſo deteſtable an Act, I can very 
readily believe the Perpetrators of it to be 
well inſtructed Diſciples of theirs, ready at 
all Times to obſtruct (as far as in them lies) 
every Thing done, however legally, which 
does not ſuit their Humours ; and now 
more eſpecially upon miſſing a little while 
that Succeſs, which was immediately ex- 
pected at Auguſtin, I made no Doubt but 
we ſhould ſee more and more daring At- 
tempts made in various Shapes, to irritate 
People (if poffible) to commit ſome: Out- 
rage or other; and that very ſoon too. All 
was done that could be thought of, in the 
Power of thoſe in Authority, to endeayour 
retaking theſe Fugitives, and Men fent eve- 
ry Way on Horſeback, and Foot, and by 
Water, to try if any Diſcovery could be 
made; but as to my own Part, I own, 
that my, Hopes were very ſmall about it; 
being poſſeſſed with an Opinion, that it 
was an Affair concerted by ſuch as had 
good Skill, as well as Will, to conduct it.

Saturday. What happened this Day a a- 
mong us, I thought a pretty plain Indi- 
cation of my Imagination not being with- 
out ſome Foundation, from whence ſuch 
Thoughts aroſe on 7 hurſday laſt: For two 


or three of our Indian Traders, who took 


up their Lodging at Jenbinss (who are ge- 
nerally, with a few Exceptions, a debauched, 
diſſolute People) having continued in Town 


ſomewhat longer than uſual, and got inti- 


mate with our Club Gentry there, who 


had taught them the Way of railing a- 


gainſt all publick Tranſactions of this Place, 
and talking with Contempt in whatever 


Company they kept, of the Magiſtrates, 


and all in any Authority; it was no more 
than might be expected, if ſuch Inſolence 
ſhortly broke out into Action, and open 
Defiance of all Power whatever. Accord- 
ey; Meſlicurs * and Jones, having 
I ſum- 
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ſummoned one of theſe Traders to appear 1740. 
before them, and anſwer the Complaint of 
a certain Keeper of Stores at Auguſta, who 


was a well behaved Man, and ready to make 
it appear how grievouſly he had injured 
him, and fraudulently attempted to carry 


off a great Quantity of his Goods: The 


firſt Step taken by him was an abſolute 
Diſobedience of their Warrant, which put 
them under the Neceſſity of ſending the 

Conſtable to. bring him by Force ; which 
| was no ſooner done, but two more of his 


_ Comrades followed after him; and when 


the Magiſtrates attempted to examine into 


the Truth of Things, with all due Tem- 


per, they were interrupted in a ſcandalous 
Manner, and ſet at nought by them all 
three, ſwearing, curſing, and daring them 
to do their worſt, refuſing to ſubmit 
to any Determination of theirs, and 


even to lay afide their Hats in Token of 
allowing them to be Magiſtrates, though ' 
they well knew it. One of them was au- 
dacious enough to diſcover the Venom of 


his Heart, by bitter Imprecations, and de- 


claring, that he hoped to ſee this curſed.

17. Sunday. One of our Neighbour Indians 
coming to Town this Morning, and hear- 
ing of what had happened of the late E- 
ſcape made by the two Priſoners, told us, 
that he met two ſuch Perſons as were de- 
ſcribed, about four Miles off, on the Path 
leading to Palacbocolas; by which we found 
they had been lurking near, if not in Town,

From this Day, during my Abode there, it 
was in vain for me to attempt keeping a 
daily Journal, which muſt have been pro 
forms only, and filled with incoherent Tri- 
fles, not worth remembring. One: Day I 
took to go and make a Viſit to the Camp 
at the South-Eaſt End of St. Simon's, and 
paid my 55 en to Colonel Coo, Major 
Heron, and ſome other Officers whom 1 
knew, which is about eight Miles from 
Frederica by Land, but by Water (as I 
went) it is much farther round: Four Com- 
panies were here ſtationed, and the other 
two are at Frederica with the General, 
who are alſo encamped without the Lines 
of the Town, which the General is forti- 
fying, by caſting. up a Trench, and ma- 
king proper Works at due Diſtances. 1 was 
gud to ſee the Men ſo ſoon and well reco- 
vered from the Sickneſs which they brought 
with them from Auguſtin, very few of them 
being now unfit for Service, and the Com- 
panies much fuller than I expected, want-

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1740. the Whole; [though the Company which 


. marched at the Beginning of the Summer 
Semen.” fm Port. Royal. to join them, had loſt ſo 


many by Sickneſs, Accident of drowning, 
Deſertion, &c. chat it wanted near half its 
Complement at their firſt taking the Field. 
From theſe two Camps, Detachments are 
made to ſupply the Out Gariſons near the 
Frontiers, vis. St. Andrew, Hort William, 
Amelia, St. George, &c. in Proportion to 
their Stren gth, and they are relieved as 
thought fit by the General. After nine or 
ten Days, his Excelleney growing ſtronger, 
began to talk more cloſely of Buſineſs; and 
by Degrees taking the Affair into Conſide- 
ration, which principally occaſioned my 
waiting on him, I collected his Sentiments 
in many Things that I wanted to know, 
and withal informed him how far I could 
atteſt and maintain the Truth of divers 
Things which would need it: Many Things 
were diſcuſſed during the laſt few Days of 
my Stay, too long to enter into again 
here, but not fit to be forgotten by me; 
ſo having gone through what was requiſite, 
having the Pleaſure of parting with his 
Excellency in a much better State of Health 
than I found him, I took my Leave; and, 
Medneſday, about One o'Clock, we put 
off again with our Boat for Savannah, 2nd

8 was Bewlie, where I took the Op- 
portunity of looking into what was doing;

among them; one of my beſt Servants ill; 


as was alſo my Overſeer's Wife, whilſt he 
himſelf newly gone to Town for ſome 
Help, was alſo taken ill there. 

Friday. It was Noon this Day before 
the Tide would admit of our going on, 
with the Wind againſt us; and then we 
proceeded, after leaving the beſt Directions 
among them that 1 could, with Promiſes 
of remembring them farther, of which 


they ſhould have Tokens as ſoon as I got 


home. On our Way, we met with the 
Scout-Boat at her proper Station, which 


was appointed to guard that Paſs of Skeds- 


way Narrows; and it was a Satisfaction td 
me to find the Orders I left with Noble 
Jones (vide the 28th of Auguſt) fo well ob- 


ſerved : After rowing a few Miles farther, 
the Wind holding contrary, we were oblig'd 


to come to an Anchor, and wait another 


different Tide coming, to carry us on, ſo 
we dozed in the Boat a-while ; and putting 


forward again about Eleven at Night, we 
arrived at Savannah about Three or Four 


„Clock in the Morning, being about the 
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1740. fame Hour we left it juſt then We 
wo ſince.

Saturday. Tbe firſt News 1 met with 
this Morning, as ſoon as abroad, was a full 
Completion of what I foreſaw would come 
to paſs, as I noted it on the 22 ult, For 
ſoon after I went South, the Doctor and 
his Crew made their Way North (it is faid) 


to Charls-Town; his Attendants or -Fol- 


lowers ſoon after, were Grant, Douglas, 
Sterling, Baylie, and (to make the Set 
compleat) Landlord Jenkins, with his Wife 
alſo. It is needleſs to ſay what inſtigated 
theſe People, who have ſufficiently ſhewn 
their good Diſpoſition for ſome Years 
paſt. Thus we at laſt fee an End of that 
curſed Club, which has fo long been the 
very Bane of this Place, and which might 
have been happy ere now, had not the 
poiſonous Influence of that Crew blinded 

their Underſtandings. It is faid that the 

Fear of the Spaniards was what drove 

away theſe next following (all likewiſe 
ſince my going from home) vis. Dr. Nu- 


nes and his Son Daniel, De Lion's Wife, 


Pye's Wife (Siſter to Mr. Brownfield) our 
Conſtable Duchee's Wife; their Huſhands 
yet ſtaying'to wait a farther Event; and 
Penroje's Wife went off in Defiance of 
hers; a notorious Termagant, whom I ſup- 
poſe he thinks himſelf well rid of: On the

of my own dear Wife's Death, 
Sunday. Mr. Haberſham read the Pray- 
ers and Serman in the ſame. Way y as before. 
Towards Evening Laughlan Me Intaſb alight- 
ed at my Door, and gave me a diſmal Re- 
lation of what had happened at Fort Ar 
He, upon the River Oguchee : Which in 
Subſtance was, That having been ſome 
Days ahſent from the Fort on Buſineſs, 
artly at Savannab and elſewhere; on his 
eturn thither laſt Thur/day Evening, he 
found the Doars all open, what Cheſts or 


Boxes were within rifled, much Blood ſpilt 


on the Bed, Floor, &c. and his Dog wrapt 
up in a Blanket with his Throat cut; from 
whence he concluded, that a Man and 
Woman Servant, whom he left there, were 


both murdered. How it happened that 


ſo few Hands were left there, or why he 


himſelf, who had the Charge of the Place, 


left them ſo defenceleſs, it was not a Time

for we to enter into an Enquiry of; but ! 


ſoon called the Magiſtrates together, that 


due Examination might be taken of all 


Circumſtances which could be come at: 
And then he depoſed, that they had found

wherefore it was thought beſt to defer a 
N farther Examination till to-morrow ; and 
F in the mean while a watchful Eye was ap- 
; pointed to be near him, as a Companion, 
that he might not ſlip out of Town, whilſt 
at the ſame Time he knew not himſelf to 
be under: Confinement. Various were Peo- 
ples Conjectures on this Occaſion, and in- 
deed the whole Town was alarmed, moſt 
Part of them concluding, that it muſt be 
ſome Indians, but what Indians they could 
not tell, unleſs our own Friends and Neigh- 
bours, which there were not the leaſt 
Grounds to ſuſpect. My own Thoughts 
(which divers concurred with me in) were, 
that the SHaniſb Doctor, and the Iriſhman, 
who broke Priſon, and eſcaped hence (as 
noted the 14th of Auguſt, Sc. ſeq.) finding 
themſelves under great Difficulties how to 
ſubſiſt, and make a thorough Eſcape, had

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fled from Carolina, who were wandting 1740. 

Southward (as of late many of them had « — 
deſerted; inſomuch that there was # Party 
of Horſe N e always to ſcout on the 


Banks of the River, and guard the Paſſes 
out of that Province) and theſe ſo 19921 
very probably might attempt ſuch an Act, 


eſpecially when they would meet with no 


Oppoſition; and what induced me the ra- 
ther to incline to this Opinion was, that 
among the ſeveral Particulars of Plunder 


carried off, which chiefly conſiſted of Eat- 


ables, I took particular Notice they had 


taken a Quire of Writing-Paper, which 


could be of no Uſe to an Indian; and 
moreover it is to be obſerved, that when 
an Indian kills, he always takes the Scalp 
alone; but the Negro moſt commonly takes 
the whole Head. We were next to wait 


for what farther Diſcoveries we e come 


at to-morrow, 


Monday, The Magiſtrates n. now met 1 


and took Depoſitions in Form of what 


Laughlan M*Intoſh had to ſay; which he 


made Affidavit of : And finding him very 


abſtruſe in many Things, and differing 


from what he had reported Yeſterday ; they | 


became more ſuſpicious than before, that 
ſomething at Bottom was not right; where- 
fore Mr, Parker the Magiſtrate, and Mr, 
Mercer the Conſtable, offering voluntarily

* feadieſt Way to — at it, was up the

affiſtivg to them, with his Guard-Boat, and 
proper Hands; and accordingly they ſet 
out ſoon after. In the mean while prop 
Means were uſed to amuſe Laugblan, and 
keep him in Town, till we ſhould get 
ſome Report from Parker and Mercer How 
they found Matters at the Fort. 

83. Treſday. I thought every Day now lot

Planter in particular made a Trial, to ſee 
what Kind of Wine they would. make, 
which he put into a large Stone-Bottle, and 
made a Preſent of it to the General; who 
upon taſting, ſaid he found it to be fome- 
thing of the Nature of a ſmall French 
White Wine, with an agreeable. Flavour; 
and ſeveral Perſons here, who have lived for- 
merly in Countries where there are a Plenty 
of Vineyards, do affirm, that all young 
Vines produce ſmall Wines at firſt, and 
the Strength and Goodneſs of it increaſes 
as the Vines grow older, 

TREE Miles up the River there is an 
Indian Town, and at fix Miles Diſtance 
are ſeveral conſiderable Plantations : At ten 
Miles Diſtance are ſome more, and at fif- 
teen Miles Diſtance is a little Village, called 
Abercorn. 

ABove that, on the 3 Side, 1s the 
Town of Puryſburgb, twenty-two Miles 
from Savannah; and on the Georgia Side, 
twelve Miles from Puryſburgh, is the Town 
of Ebenezer, whith thrives very much; 
there are very good Houſes built for each 
of the Miniſters, and an Orphan-Houſe ; 
and they have partly framed Houſes, and 
partly Huts, neatly built, and formed into 
regular Streets ; they have a great deal of 
Cattle and Corn-Ground, fo that they ſell 
Proviſions at Savannah; for they raiſe 
much more than they can conſume. _ 

Voi it : 1 1 1 
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Tuixrr Miles above 8 on the 
Carolina Side, lies the Palachocolas Fort: 
Five Miles above the Palacbocolas, on 
Georgia Side, lies the Euchee Town (or 


Mount Pleaſant to which about a hundred 


Indians belong ; but few of them ſtay now 


in the Town, they chuſing rather to live diſ- 


perſed. All the Land from Ebenezer to the 


River Briers belongs to thoſe Indians, who 


will not part with the fame, therefore it 
cannot be planted. ; 
Ox hundred and 8 Mile abous . 
Mount Pleaſant, on the Carolina Side, is 
Silver Bluff, where there is another Settle- | 
ment of Euchee Indians: On both Sides of 


| the River are Fields of Corn planted by 
them.

New W indſor, formerly known by the 


Name of Savannah Town, or Moore's Fort, 


' where there are but two or three F A 


on the Carolina Side, and a ſmall Fort. 
Seven Miles above New Winder, on the 
Georgia Side, lies the Town of Augu/ta, 


juſt below the Falls; this was laid out by 
the Truftees Orders in the Year 2735. 
which has thriven prodigiouſly ; there are 


| ſeveral Warehouſes thoroughly well fur- | 


niſhed with Goods for the I:dian Trade, 
and five large Boats belonging to the diffe- 


rent Inhabitants of the Town, which can _ 
carry about nine or ten thouſand Weight - 
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of Deer-Skins each, making four or five 
Voyages at leaſt in a Year to Charles-Town, 
for exporting to England; and the Value. 


of each Cargo is computed to be from 12 
to 1500/7, Sterling. Hither all the Engl 
Traders, with their Servants, reſort in the 


Spring; and tis computed above two thou- 


ſand Horſes come thither at that Seaſon; _ 
and the Traders, Packhorſe-men, Servants, 


Townſmen, and others, depending upon that 


Buſineſs, are moderately computed to be fix : 


hundred ' white Men, who. live by their 
Trade, carrying upon Packhorſes all Kinds 
of proper Engliſh Goods; for which the. 


Indians pay in Deer-Skins, Bever, and other 
Furs; each Indian Hunter is reckoned to 


get three hundred Weight of Deer-Skins in 


a Year. This is a very advantageous Trade. 
to England, ſince it is moſtly paid for in 


Woollen and Iron. 


ABOvE this Town to the North-Weſt, 
and on the Georgia Side of the River, the 
Cherokees live, in the Valley of the Appe- 
 lachin Mountains; they were about five 
thouſand Warriors; but laſt Year it is 
computed they loſt a thouſand, partly by 


the Small-Pox, and partly (as they them- 


ſelves ſay) by too much Rum brought from 
Carolina. The French are ſtriving to get 


this Nation from us, which if they do, 


Carolina muſt be ſupported by a vaſt Num- 
ber of Troops, or loſt : But as long as we 
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Peg 
keep the Town of Auguſta, our Party in 
the Cberokees can be fo eaſily furniſhed Ho | 
Arms, Ammunition and Neceſſaries, that 
the. French will not be able to un wy 
Ground there. | 

Tu Creek Indians live to the Weſtward 
a this Town. Their chief Town is the 
Cowetas, two hundred Miles from Auguſta, 
and one hundred and twenty Miles from 
the neareſt French Fort. The Lower Creeks. 
conſiſt of about a thouſand, and the Upper 
Creeks of about ſeven hundred Warriors, 
upon the Edge of whoſe Country, the 
French Fort of Albamahs lies: They are 
eſteemed to be ſincerely attached to his 
Majeſty” s Intereſt. . 

Beyond the Creeks lie the brave Chicke- 
Jaws, who inhabit near the Mifpfpi River, 
and poſleſs the Banks of it; theſe. have re- 
ſiſted both the Bribes and Arms of the 
French, and Traders ſent by us live amongſt. 
them, | 

AT Auguſta there is a handſome F ort, 
where there is a ſmall Garriſon of about 
twelve or fifteen Men, beſides Officers; 
and one Reaſon that drew the Traders 
to ſettle the Town of Auguſta, was the 
Safety they received from this Fort, which 
ſtands upon high Ground on the Side of 
the River Savannah, which is there one 
hundred and forty Yards wide, and very 

deep ; another Reaſon was the Richneſs 
5 and 


and Fertility of the Land. The great Va- 
lue of this Town of Auguſta occaſioned 
the General to have a Path marked out, 
through the Woods, from thence to 0 

Ebenezer ; and the Cherokee Indians have 
marked out one from thence to their Na- 
tion, ſo that Horſemen now can ride from 
the Town of Savannah to the Nation of 
_ Cherokees, and any other of the Indian Na- 
tions, all on the Georgia Side of the River ; 


but there are ſome bad Places which ought _ 


to be cauſewayed and made good, and 
which the General ſays he has not yet 
Capacity to do. This Road begins to be 
frequented, and will every Day be more 
and more ſo, and by it the Cherokee Indians 
can at any Time come e to our Af- 
ſiſtasg e. 

AT Old Ebenezer there 18 4 83 
where the Truſtees have a great Number 
of Cattle, and tis hoped with Care they 
will amount to ſix or ſeven hundred Head 
in another Vear: But they were much 
neglected, there not being Horſes or Men 
ſufficient to drive uP the young and out- 
lying Cattle. : 

_Txr1s is the Situation of the Settlements | 
upon the River, at the Mouth of which | 
lies the Iſland of Tybee, . with the Light- 
Houſe, which has been of the greateſt Uſe 
to all Ships falling in with this Part of 


America. But from Savannah Southward, 
| 1 | there 


there are ſeveral Plantations (beſides the 
Villages of Hampſtead and Highgate) ſe- 
veral of which are ſettled by ſuch of the 
Inhabitants of the Town, as being able to 
purchaſe Cattle, have petitioried for Leaſes 
of Lands, and are ſettled upon thoſe Lands 
by the General's Permiſſion, until the Truſ- 
tees Pleaſure be known concerning the 
Leaſes: The Terms they propoſe, is the 
Leaſe to be for twenty-one Years, - renew- 
able every ſeven Years, upon paying one 
Year's Purchaſe of the improved Value; 
the firſt ſeven Years to be free, and no 
Fine paid for the firſt Renewal. Beſides | 
theſe Settlements, there are ſome others of 
five hundred Acres per Grant from the 
Truſt, which extend as far as the Ogeechy 
River; upon which River lies Fort Argyll, 
in ſuch a Situation, as is intended thereby 

to command all the Paſſes, in that Part 
of the Province. EF: 5 

THe. next is Darien, where the Scots 

Highlanders are ſettled ; the Buildings are 
moſtly Huts, but tight and warm; and 
they have a little Fort: They have been 
induſtrious in Planting, and have got into 
driving of Cattle, for the Supply of the 
Regiment, &c. but this laſt Year moſt 
of them going voluntarily into the War, 
little was done at home, where their Fami- 
lies remained. 1 8 7 
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Brrow the Town of Darien, is the 


Town of Frederica, where there is a ſtrong 
Fort, and Store-Houſes, many good Build- 
wings in the Town, ſome of which are 
Brick; there is a Meadow near adjoining 
that is ditch'd in, -of about tliree hundred 
and twenty Acres, of which there is good 
Hay made. The People have not planted 
much there this Year, occafioned by the 
War ſo near their Doors, and being chief- 
ly Tradeſmen, who make more by work- 
ing, or ſelling to the Camp, than they can 
” Planting. There: are ſome little Villages 
the Ifland of St. Simon's, and ſome 
ſs handſome Houſes built by the Officers 
of the Regiment; and there has been Pot- 
Herbs, Pulſe, ' and Fruit, produced upon 
the Iſland, of great Uſe towards ſupplying 
the Town and Garriſon : But Corn, Beer, 
and Meat, they have from elſewhere. _ 
| BeTWEEN this Iſland arid Jetyll Ifand, 
is an Inlet of the Sea, called Fekyll Sound, 
which is a very fine Harbour, and is one 
of the beſt Entries the Eugliſb have to the 
Southward of Virginia. This is an excel- 
lent Station for Ships to cruize on the Spa- 
niards, it commanding the homeward- 
bound Trade, which -muſt come through 
the Gulph of Fbridu, and near St. Simon's; 
the Entry lies in 31 D. 10 M. The Place 
is barred, but upon the Bar there is.

| ſufficient every Tide to carry in Twenty-

| Near the Sea the Ground is more level and 


flat, where Laurels, Cedars, Cyprus, Bays, 


and Live Oak, are of the Size of Timber- 
Trees: Among the Shrubs, ſome of the. 
principal are Pomegranates, which will 
grow well in Hedges, Myrtle, prickly 
Pears, Shumach, Saſſafraſs, China Root, 


ſeveral Sorts of Snake Root, Sc. There 


is commonly black Mould in the low 
Lands; 


the Fort of St. Andrew's, ſituated upon a

Lands; the rifing Ground is frequently 
Clay, where Oak and Hickery moſtly. 
grow; as it alſo does in a great Part of the 
flat Land that is dry, where Walnut, Aſh, 


Gum- Tree, Oak of ſeveral Kinds, Hicke- 


ry, Beech, wild Cherries, &c. are in great 


Plenty to be found. The higher Lands are, 


of a ſandy Surface, where Pines uſually 
grow, all Parts producing Trees of ſome. 
Kind or other, except the Savannahs, and 
Marſhes, which bear Graſs ; and many of 
the low Land Swamps covered with Canes, 
which are excellent Feed for Cattle in the 


Winter, Where the Oak and Hickery 


grow, the Soil is in general of a ſtrong 
Nature, and very well eſteemed for Plant- 


ing, being found by Experience to produce 


the beſt Crops of Indian Corn, and moſt 
Sorts of Grain, except Rice, which thrives 
beſt in ſwampy Ground : This is only ſpo- 
ken of the lower Parts of Georgia, which 
reaches from the Sea-Shore to the Foot of 

the Hills, being a flat Country of ſixty or 
ſeventy Miles, or more, in Breadth. The 
Hill Country is very different, there being 
Marble, Chalk, Gravel, Rocks, and all 
the ſame Variety of Soil that is in Europe; 
with reſpect to the Proportion of the dif- 
ferent Kinds of Soil, it cannot be given, 

unleſs the Whole were ſurveyed; but the 
American Diale& diſtinguiſhes Land into 


Pine, Oak and Hickery, Ape Savan- 
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nah, and Marſh, Near the Town of Sa- 
vannab we have found Stone, which is 
dug for Building; as there is alſo good 
Clay, whereof Bricks are made; and a 
Pottery Work is carried on with Succeſs, 
where common Ware for moſt Uſes is 
made in good Plenty, and exported to the 
neighbouring Provinces; and the Maſter, 
who is of an enterprizing Genius, has un- 
dertaken, as ſoon as he has made proper 
Furnaces, to make a ſuperfine Sort, of 
ſuch as ſhall not be inferior to Porcelian it- 
ſelf; but a little Time will. diſcover his 
%ù y END OE, 
Tux Coaſt is low, with a hard, ſandy 
Beach: When we approach it at twenty- 
five Leagues Diſtance, we find Ground in 
twenty-five Fathom Water, and' it ſhoals 
gradually to the Shore; the Sounding being 
ſo regular, makes it a ſafe Coaſt*to fall in 
with, having good Anchoring all along, 
and no Rocks. The Mouths of the Ri-

Tur Staple: of the country w Georgia 
being preſurned,. and intended to be, prin- 
_ cipally Silk and Wine, every Year confirms 
more our Hopes of ſucceeding in thoſe 
two, from the great Increaſe. (as has 


been before obſerved) of the Vines and 


| Mulbetry- Trees, wherein Perſeverance only 
can hring it to Perfection. Several [other 
Things might be produced, and perhaps 
more immediately 3 to the Plan- 
ters; but it is apprehended, that it is not 
any Buſineſs of this Colony, nor any Be- 
nefit to the Trade of England, to interfere 
with what other Engl. he Plantations! have 
produced, ſuch 9 TSR 
As the Boundaries of the Gerster 
now known, together with the Climate, 
and Manner of Agriculture, more might 
be done hencefor ward in one Year, than 
could in ſeveral Vears before we attained 
to that Knowledge; but our People are 
- weak, being decreaſed „ by great * —. 
having been decoyed away to other Colo- 
nies: Many having taken to Idleneſs, upon 
ſhutting up the Store went away; but 
thoſe who ſtayed, . and now remain, are 
ſtill a Body of the moſt valuable People, 
that find Means to live comfortably, ſome 
by their Trades, ſome by Planting, and 
raiſing live Stock, and ſome by 1 La- 
ur, 
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bour, either by Land or Water; and one 
'of thoſe. remaining, are worth three that 
left us, for ſuch Work: And if an Em- 
barkation was to come in with the next 
Year; it would be of great Service to the 
Colony, the Sa/fzburghers wiſhing for more 
of their Countrymen, and having been very 
induſtrious. _. 

THE Perſons ſent 2 England on the 
Charity were of the Unfortunate, many 
of whom have by their Induſtry proved 
that they deſerved better, and have thriven; 
many alſo ſhewed they were brought into 
thoſe Misfortunes by their own Faults ; 
and when thoſe who quitted their own 
Country to avoid Labour, ſaw Labour 
ſtand before their Eyes in Georgia, they 
were eaſily perſuaded to live in Carolina by 
Cunning, rather than work: This has been 
a a great Misfortune alſo upon many Perſons, | 
who brought over Servants indented to ſerve 
them, for a certain Number of Years, who 
being picked up in the Streets of London, 3 5 
or ſome ſuch Manner, their Maſters found 
them unfit for Labour, and many of them 
took ſuch Opportunities as they could get, 
to deſert and fly into Carolina, where they 
could be protected. Indeed, good and bad 
which came from England, were moſtly 
Inhabitants of Towns there; but ſuch ſel- 
dom turn out good Huſbandmen with their 


own Hands; yet ſome of them proved very. 
| uůſe- 
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uſeful in a new «Gly: fince they moſt 
readily compoſe Towns, which is the firſt 
Thing neceflary to be a Receptacle for new - 
Comers: And from thence, when all De- 
mands of Labour, for Building and Trade 
are ſupplied, the laborious People may en- 
large into the Country, and raiſe Provi- 
ſions for the Uſe of the Towns: Whereas, 
if the firſt were all labouring Countrymen, 
they would naturally diſperſe. to the moſt 
fertile Land, and perhaps ſucceed for a 
While; but for Want of Neighbourhood 
and Markets, would force moſt of them to 
remove, and the Country remain little or 
nothing the better improved, as it hap- 
pened in Virginia, till the Government, 
with great Difficulty at laſt, raiſed Towns _ 
in that Province. 

IT ought not TR to be paſſed c over, 
how ready the Country is to receive a 
Number of German Families, accuſtomed 
to Huſbandry, ſuch as uſually come- once 
a Year down the Rhine to Holland, and 
embark thence for America, or the Eaſt- 
Indies; ſome of theſe we have already had 
Experience of, inſomuch that the People 
here would take off a good Number of 
them : And it would be of great Service (as 
we apprehend) to this Colony, at preſent, 
to ſend a Ship over, loaden with Germans, 
on the ſame Terms Mr. Hope does to Phi. 
ladelphia, only taking Care that Proviſions 


for 
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for them on their Paſſage be more plenti- 
ful, and that they are leſs crowded than 
on board his Ships: The Terms are, they 
pay Half their Paſſage themſelves on em- 
barking, and ſix Weeks after their Arrival, 
to pay the other Half, which they gene- 
'rally do, with private Contracts to People ; 
but in caſe they do not, then they may be 
bound by the Ship's Maſter for four or five 
Years, if they are above twenty-one Years 
of Age; but if under, they may be bound 
until the Age of twenty-one if Men, and 
_ eighteen if Girls. It muſt be at the ſame 
Time confeſs'd, that divers of theſe Fo- 
reigners have, during the Time of their 
Servitude, ſhewn themſelves of a dogged 
Diſpoſition, ſurly and obſtinate, diſcover- 
ing an Averſeneſs to their Maſters Orders, 
which proceeds (as we imagine) from a 
Diſlike of their being ſubject to Strangers; 
whilſt others again have behaved well; but 
it may be alledged with Truth, that when, 
or whereſoever among us, any of them 
have worked for their own Benefit, they 
,are indefatigable, and out-done by none, 
which joined with great Parſimony, fits 
them for excellent Settlers when free. 

To enable the induſtrious Engliſh Settlers 
to go on with Planting, who are truly de- 
ſirous of cultivating Land; we humbly 
_ concewe nothing could be a greater In- 

ducement to. it, than that the honourable. 
| | | Truſtees 
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Truſtees. would pleaſe to import yearly, o 
long as they ſee good, a Number of Eng- 
liſh or Welch Servants, ſuch as are uſed to 
hard Labour in the Cou ntry, and Strangers 
to London, to be contracted with in Eng- 

land, to ſerve the Truſtees for five Vears, 
from two to four Pounds yearly Wages, 
according to their Ability, for finding 
themſelves in Apparel. Thoſe Servants, on 
their Arrival, to be hired by the Inhabi- 
tants for one Year, the Perſon hiring to 
pay over and above the contracted Wages, 
one Pound yearly to the Truſtees, ſo that 
in five Years the Paſſage- Money will be 
paid: And to enable the Planters to pay 
the ſaid Wages, it is humbly. propoſed, © 
that a Bounty be ſettled on every Product 
of the Land, viz. Corn, Peaſe, Potatoes, 
Wine, Silk, Cotton, F Jax, &c. to what 
Value the honourable Truſt ſhall judge
